Cosbocton sportsmen are deeply in- 
terested in a game bill prepared bv 
l>. H Darrah, of Bellaire. It wiil be 
introduced into the legislature at its 
coming session. 


In brief it provides for the protec- 


tion of quail, prairie chicken and wild 
turkey except between November 10 
to December 15. It protects ruffed 
grouse, woodcock, squirrel, rabbit. 
clove aud ktlldeer or plover, except 
from September 1 u> t»eceinber 15. in- 
tlusive: ano it is .-.uurfUL LO make it 
unlawful to ki ! MII^-C except from 
March 15 to Apn: 2>J, inclusive 
No person shall 
Kill more than 15 


quail, Svt- ruffed grouse or 10 rabbits a 


oniy be kihed on

The propo.-eu law prohibits tbe hav- 


ing of quail HI possession, except for 


purpose*, except between 


Nov. iO and JL>ec. 15. 
Mongolian and 


other foreign pheasants are to be 
protected until November, 1904, er af- 
ter that dale between Nov. 10 and 
L>ec. 15 inclusive. 


No one is to offer for sate any quail, 


ruSed grouse prairie chicken, wood- 
Cuck. squirrel. Mongolian pbeasan', 
English or ring neck pheasant, killed 
in the state, nor shall wild animals or 
birds be trapped and game war- 
dens etc , are hereby (riven authori- 
ty to open suspected packages. 


The bill provides for a resident hun- 
ter's license for which $1 is to be paid. 
These license are to be shown upon 
demand by any authorized 
officer. 


Game wardens, deputies, constables 
and 
police are >nven authority to 


make arrests in trame violations and 
those refusing shall be guilty of mis- 
demeanor. 


The bill further provides that no 


one under Id shall kill or pursue any 
•game. A non resident hunter's li- 
cense is also provided for. to cost 825 
per year—each licenae. 


Under th's law not- more than 25 


birds of all kinds can be killed each 
day by each non-resident hunter. For 
violation a fine of 350 or in default a 
30 days'sentence to be imposed.
